The new piano that Garvey Council purchased for the Garvey Senior Activity Center has
been delivered. The council has paid someone $150 to put it together and is currently
waiting for assembly. The Garvey Council turned in a semi-annual report for the RSVP
program. Between the period of April 1, 2018 and September 3, 2018 a total of $12,153
was raised and 259 people were served by the Garvey Council. The total revenue since
the Garvey Council was started in 2015 is $22,825.
The Garvey Council has a Facebook page, to which they would like to have more people
connect. Ms. Forrest attended the Grant writing class at CSM on October 17". The
Diabetes Support Group meets every third Wednesday from 12:30-1:30.

The Mission has been raising money to refurnish
these buildings to house the homeless before it gets cold.
